In the current Issue of the Tax Foundn- 
tlon's "Tax Review," Alien Wallls, special 

■ assistant to President Elsenhower, gives his 
version of nil the political emphasis being 
placed on economic growth. Wants has beta 
on leave of absence from the University of 
Chicago -where he Is dean of the graduate 
school of business and professor of statistics 
and economics. He also Is a member and 
executive chairman ol the cabinet commit- 
tee on price stability for economic growth. 

Economic growth, says Wallls, la one of 
the catchphrases ot the day, but behind the 
•phrase .there are "real .and_l_mr»r.ta_ntjs : 
sues." 

.The Issue of economic growth, he points 
out, "has entered the arena of contemporary 
politics. All sorts of plans are put forth 
under the banner of growth, with little or no 
—analysis ,of _the .wtiy._tiiey_rnlght promote 
growth — except growth In federal spend- 
ing." 

Among considerations raised In discus. 
Blons of growth, he says, Is the one ol "un- 
met social needs." He terms the "public 
squalor" argument, for Instance, as "this 
decade's battle cry of socialism which . . . 
seeing one after another of Its arguments 
for socializing the means of production de- 
molished—now seeks to socialize the results 
of production." 

Wallls ridicules the "unmet social needs' 
, slogan we hear these days as a call lor .ac- 
celerated, growth. According (o "this argu- 
ment If We grow faster we will be better able 
to provide a greater variety ot public serv- 
ices and to eliminate what we now regard 
as poverty. 

"One of the more pretentious versions of 
the 'needs' argument," says Wallls, "la that 
we have shameful public squalor In the 
midst ol vulgar private opulence. The argu- 
ment about 'public squalor' would be 
laughed out of court If confronted with the 
facts of tho post decade on construction of 
schools, Improvement In teachers' salaries, 

■ super-highways built, increases jn the sup- 
■ puit uf researchr-expansion-in-ald— to-th< 

needy, diseases conquered, urban redevelop- 
ment, hospitals built, or indeed almost any- 
thing else. Growth In public services has 
been enormous. In the past decade." 

Wallls admits that for a variety of reasons 
there Is general agreement that economic 
growth Is an important goal of economic 
policy. 

"But growth Is only one of several major 
goals of economic policy, he points out. 

"Economic freedom, «ublllly of employment, sta- 
bility ol general price level, economlo efficiency and 
economic security all are Important. Properly con- 
ceived and pursued, economic growth Is compatible 
. with all these otbtr ffoab, but It becomes lncorowtl-

The station is the best method 
ot handling large niuaberj 
mals or birds In a relatively short 
time. This In turn gives "' 
partment a chance to operate 
many stations only during the busy 
times of a hunting season. Tills ' 
usually during week-ends, holidays 
and opening dates In most areas. 
Operating expenses ire greatly re- 
duced by thil 'system and final 
results are more than adequate
